This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS) Office of the General Counsel (OGC) dated September 1, 201 1, 
and received by this office on September 1 3, 201 1 . You are seeking documents related to the list 
of Tier III terrorist organizations: A) A copy of the list of Tier III terrorist organizations kept by 
USCIS as referred to in Ahmed v. Scharfen, No. 08-1680, 2009 U.S. Dist. LEXIS 591, at *21 
(N.D. Cal. Jan 7, 2009), as it existed on December 15,2008, when the government's counsel 
represented to the court that such a list exist; B) A copy of .each .subsequent list.of Tier III 
terrorist organizations kept -by USCIS after the^list referenpedaftA r. 
documents produced -by Jhe J^SCI& £>H§, ,oi -another s.^ , 
Scharf en, No- 08-16.80dpS[:P. GaL); not-inpluding do£.uments ; that ; s^^^ ■ 
Plaintiff Saeed Ahme.ndi and D) Any documents listing ordespribjng organizations which have 
been designated Tier III terrorist organizations but which have yet to be used as a basis of 
inadmissibility against an applicant.

Unfortunately, we were unable to locate or identify any responsive 
records. 

While an adequate search was conducted, you have the right to appeal this determination that no 
records exist within DHS-CRCL that would be responsive to your request.
